postmasters think that a 


salary based upon the receipts of the 
offices, as at present, is inadequate, while 
tho postmasters of thn third-class favor 
some action by Congress which will 
authoriza (he Govr iment to provide them 
with offices proper'y equipped instead of 
having such expenses deducted from the 
salary of the postmaster as at present. 


The convent.on was called to order by

gan, as president, nntl Thomas J. Bradv,

CINCINNATI, Dec. 14.—Ban Hopkins, as 


sistant cashier of tho defunct Fidelity 
Bank, accompanied by bis son, Charles, 
and his two daughters, Mrs. O'Keefe and 
Mrs. Nelson, appeared in the United 
States Court at ten o'e'ock yesterday 
morning. Hopkins looked pale, but this 
is attributed to liis lung confinement in 
jail. 
rlhe court having been opened, 


Judge Jackson said: 


"In the case ot tho United States vs. 


Hopkins, demuirnr 'HJVI presented yester- 
day as to a number of counts. 
This de- 


murrer was not sustained oxcspt on four 
counts." 


Whpu tlie defendant was asked whether 


he "was guilty us charged in the indict- 
ment, he entered a pica of not guilty. 


Upon the opening of court in the after- 


noon, Hopkins' counsel made a motion to 
compel the Government to furnish a bill 
of particulars setting forth the specific 
transactions complained of in the first 
count of tlie indictment. This count em- 
braces a geneinl charge ot embezzlement 
of $03,000 between the 22d of February 
and 14th of June, J887. Judge Sage took 
the motion under advisement and will 
pass upon it this morning. The jury was 
then sworn and Assistant Prosecutor 
Bruce presented the case for the Govern- 
ment. He expected to show that Hopkins 
had misappl ed ,|S),000 or $30,000 of the 
funds of the Fidelity Bank; that he hud 
drawn checks upon the bank when he had 
no money in it to meet them;that he had 
caused false entries to be made upon the 
books of the bank, and that he had ab- 
stracted $1,000,000 of the bank's funds. 


Warner M, Eateman, in presenting the 


defense, said that Hopkins might rest 
content with repeating to the jury his 
plea of not guilty. "But," said Mr. Bate- 
man, "Mr. Hopkins desires me to say that 
we shall earnestly controvert the claims 
of the Government." The drift of the de- 
fense, as gathered from Mr. Bateraan's 
statement, is that Mr. Harper's wealth 
was reputed to be great; his interest in 
the bank was wonderful; that he wag 
trusted; thut the other officers thought 
that by reaxon of his large interests 
Harper had a right to rule the bank and 
did rule it. He was t he master, the others 
merely the servants, 


Frank A. Armstrong, superintendent of 


city delivery in tho post-office, formerly 
a broker, was the Government's first wit- 
ness. 
He testified to buying 500,000 


bash els of wheat in Chicago for Hopkins, 
recei vi ng therefor a check for $10,000 
on the Fidelity Bank. 


William P. Baker, a Chicago broker, 


took the stand and corroborated Arm- 
strong in regard to the transaction. 


The court at 4:30 p. m. adjourned Antil 


ten o'clock this morning. 


Assigned tor the Benefit oi Their Credit- 


ors. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—Searl, Vannein 


& Co., jobbers of notions and white goods 
ot Nos. 723 and 725 Market street, made 
an assignment for the benefit of their 
creditors yesterday to John Gummer, 
book-keeper and financier of tb.3 firm. 
Preferred creditors to the amount of near- 
ly $47,00') are named in the assignment 
and judgments were entered by them 
against the embarrassed firm. The pre- 
ferences are for borrowed money, but 
other holders of the firm's paper are un- 
secured, and must come in under the as- 
signment. The liabilities are about $285,- 
000, but the assets are not yet known. 
The principal creditors are Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston houses. Until re- 
cently the firm did a large and profitable 
business. A short time ago it was found 
necessary to put out considerable paper 
among thei various banks and private 
lenders. When the paper began to ma- 
ture they found they could not take it up, 
and an assignment i\as therefore made. 


Terrific Explosion.

of Dupont & Co., at Laflin, yesterday 
afternoon.

QUESTION. 


VFhy • M an Should Earn More Than th« 


Pay He Actually Bceaivm. 


Every thinker knows that the man 


who would succeed must do more work 
than he gets paid for, in every profes- 
sion and trade. We take it for granted 
that the man who will do only $20 
wort'i of work a week because his sal- 
ary is but !f20, will never get more 
tluih $20 a week, for the simple reason 
that he has never shown his employer 
thai he is worth more. We figure it 
that an employe who means to succeed 
has to do from 10 to 20 per cent, more 
work than ho gets actually paid for. 
This he has to do until he reaches a 
certain point, and having reached that 
point he will find that by as much as 
his income has increased by so much 
has the demand for amount and in- 
tensity of his labor diminished. 
To 


put this theory into figures, we will say 
that a man receiving ?20 a week should 
do $30 worth of work; a man receiving 
f30 should do if40 worth of work, and 
so on until, s iv the salary reaches $75, 
and them the laborer can give himseil 
somewhat of a rest—that is to say, 
about foO worth of work will satisfy 
his employer. Labor brings its market 
value, and 
i<? seldom overpaid, and 


often underpaid. 
It is the experience

PULASKI'S BANNEK- 


One of the Moit Valuable Historical Relic* 


Kxlutiiie In Our Country. 


It is not widely known that this ban- 


lor, celebrated in Longfellow's lines, 
is still 
carefully 
preserved as a 


cherishtHl relic of the American reyolu- 
tion. Count Pulaski was appointed a 
Brigadier in the army in 1777, after the 
battle of Brandywine. He obtained 
special permission to raise and com- 
mand an independent corps to consist 
of sixty-eight horse and two hundred 
foot. 
Thore are several traditions re- 


specting this banner. One saya that 
Pulaski visited Lafayette, distinguished 
in French and American history, while 
wounded, and received the care and 
hospitality of the Moravian sisters at 
Bethlehem, in Pennsylvania. When it 
became known to them that he was or- 
ganizing a corps of cavalry, they pre- 
pared si banner of crimson silk, with 
designs beautifully worked with needles 
by their own hands, and sent it to 
Pulaski with their blessing, Pulaski

His banner was saved by his senior 
Lieutenant, 
who

wounds. It was carried in the pro- 
cession which welcomed Lafayette to 
Baltimore iu 1824. In 1841 it was pre- 
sented to the Maryland Historical So- 
ciety, by whom it is now carefully pre- 
served. 
But little of its beauty re- 


mains. It is composed of double silk, 
now fadi'tl to a dull brownish red. The 
designs on each side arc worked with 
yellow silk, the letters shaded with 
grcim, and tleop bullion fringe orna- 
ments the edge. The size is twenty 
incites S(|iiarc, one fact among many 
that would lead us to think Longfellow 
could not have known all the facts 
when ho composed his popular poem. 
On one side are the letters U. S,, and 
in a rirclo round them "Unites Virtus 
t'ou'ior'' (Union makes stronger); on 
ilir other, in the center, is the all- 
•ii-ring eye. within a circle of thirteen

Each in Hit of the road is Inspected 
by a hoard of officers, and the expense is aver- 
aged so much to the mile, so that a boss who has 
a short section will have no advantage over one 
who works a long section. The tables showing 
the condition and tiie cost of keeping in repair 
each district, section and mile ot the road, has 
just been issued. It was compiled by Charles 
Hensel, the civil engineer for this division of the 
road. It also shows who won the prizes on each 
section.
